Israel “ Persists" In Oerupation 
Eisenhower reported failure of 
today’s Dulles-Eban talks in an­ 
other way. The President said: 
"Israel persists in its occupation 
of Egyptian territory around the 
entrance of the Gulf of Aqaba and 
of the Gaza Strip.” 
Eisenhower, in a statement of 
nearly 1,000 words, said the United 
States believes Israel has been 
provided "with the maximum as­ 
surances it can reasonably expect 
at this juncture, or that can be 
r e c o n c i l e d with fairness to 
libers."

"Accordingly, the United States 
has renewed its plea to Israel toj 
withdraw in accordance with the 
repeated demand of the United 
Nations and to rely upon the reso­ 
luteness of all friends of justice to 
bring about a state ot affairs 
which will conform to the princi­ 
ples of justice and of international 
law and serve impartially the 
proper interests of all in the area.

0 Lifting The Veil 
On Junketing 


Sen John J. Williams of Delaware wants the 


Senate Appropriations Committee to make pub­ 
lic how much money members of Congress and 
their aides spend on junkets abroad at govern­ 
ment expense. Well, why not? 
As the Senator points out. Congress has a 


natural and laudable curiosity about the spend­ 
ing by the Executive Branch of government. 
“ We would be in a better position to demand full 
disclosure’ of their activities, he says, “ by 
disclosing information governing our own ex­ 
penditures.’ 


There's no doubt about that. And theres 


no doubt thai whatever his fellow' lawmakers 
may think. Senator Williams is not setting out 
deliberately to embarrass them or to keep them 
from taking those pleasant trips abroad. He s 
out to lift the veil of secrec) that encourages 
waste. 


Although Senator Williams has never been 


on an overseas junket himself, he admits freely 
that they have their useful and instructive side. 
What he does object to is the shameless free 
loading that is frequently indulged in because 
there is no adequate public report on such 


spending. 
As an example, he cites two women mem­ 
bers of the staff of the Appropriations Commit­ 
tee who took an around-the-world tour on 
counterpart funds and were never asked to make 
an accounting. They have since been fired. 
“ I do think.’’ said Senator Williams, “ the 


American taxpayer is entitled to know what is 
being done with his money . .. The fact that any 
expenditure . . . is going to be subject to public 
scrutiny will be in itself a deterrent to misuse.’’ 
The beleagured taxpayer will say amen to 


that.

investigate whether he was drunk or .sober when he 
lost control of his car: the police may not even inquire 
ars to whether he had a license to dri\e a car 
He 
is a big shot, an Ambassador and enjoys extraterri­ 
toriality which includes the right to kill a woman 
going into a grocery store. 
Of course, a man may 
be a diplomat and a 
gentleman, too. That has happened. Such a person 
would obey the traffic regulations of the place where 
he happened to be stationed because a gentleman does 
not take advantage of his position. But it is too much 
to expect of the folk." who have been thrown into high 
position by war and revolution that they would even 
know the meaning of noblesse oblige.
